Hie did not like the Panama route, but 
If the new proposition of the Panama 
company offeied advantages over the 
Nlcaraguan route he thought the pres- 
tfsnt ihoaM have alternate authority 
to accept it. 

Others who participated In the de- 
late during the day wero Mr. Parker 
(N. J.) in opposition to confining the 
president to one route; Mr. Hill 
(Conn.' and Mr. Burton (Ohio), both 
favoring the Mwrls amendment to 
leave the selection of |he route to the 
president. Mr. Burtoo foniierly op- 
posed the 1)111, but ittd hfe hoped this 
bill would pass. 

' Reelproelty With Cuba. 

The house ways and ntevm commit- 
tee fixed Jan. 18 aa the tlmis tor begin- 
ning hearings on Cuban reciprocity 
ud it Was the prevailing view in the 
committee that the bearings should 
not extend beyond Feb. 1. Chairman 
Payne stated mat he bad been In cor- 
respondence with the representative 
of the Cubans, who would be ready to 
proceed Jan. 15. Mr. Payne al»o stat- 
ed that the committee waa desirous of 
giving the fullest opponun'.ty for the 
dev^lopment of all fac^s, but did not 
wish this to extend Into protracted 
statements of opinion on th<» cnur'-e to 
b© pursued The committee also or- 
dered a favorablJ teport uu.^u the ro 
cent resolution authorising the com- 
mlasioner" of Internal revenue to re- 
turn bank check.^, drafts, etc., having 
stamps thereon, and tho blli for the 
redemption of such Internal revenue 
irtamps as have become valueless by 
the repeal of certain ot the war Uxes. 

llwresenUtlve Sttlzer o( New York 
Introduced the following resolution: 
"Whereas, absorption of money by the 
United States treasury is detrimental 
to tha beet luteresU of the country, 
therafore |t rffOlvei^ t^t tjia aec- 
retary of the treasury be and in 
hereby directed to deposit all surplua 
funds belonging to the United atatea 
government with national banks hav- 
ing a capital stock of not less than 
|t<M).O0O; timt such deposit* be made 
without requiring United Statea gDr> 
ernment biondB as security; thajt on 
such deposits the United Slates treas- 
ury receive Interest at the rate of two 
per cent per annum anf that such de- 
pdilts shall be first lien on the assets 
of tbe bank. No deposit In any one 
bank shall be greater than the com- 
bined capital and surplus of such 
bank."

Over 300 bills and jrdnt resolutions 
were introduced in the senate, of 
vsliich the following were the most im- 
portant: Providing for the erection of 
a postoffice building in New York, the 
building to be "snbatantial and com- 
modious an4 centrally located." and 
appropratlng 12.500,000 toward this 
purpose; requiring that contractors 
carrying the mails of the United 
States shall be able to read th? Kn- 
gilsh language; Ihcreaslhg pension 
ratings on account of wounds, disease 
or injuries received while in the line 
of duty. 

Senator Mason introduced several 
amendments to the proposed Phililt- 
pihe tariff bill. The amendments sug- 
gest as a substitute for section 1 of 

the bill the provisions of the tariff bill 
enacted by the Philippine commission. 
It is also provided that Filipino ex- 
ports or imports from or to the Unijted 
States shall pay only 50 per cent "or 
the rate on artlcleh- coming from or 
exported to foreign countries Another 
provision places Amv'rican woods and 
articles manufactured frota wood, 
meata, flsh, 6rl4i fruits, grains, veg- 
etable* and aeeda and forage on the 
free list. Another amendment strikes 
out the provision In the pending hill 
requiring the payment of a tonnage 
tax on vessels coming into the United 
States from the Phlliptplne*. •

LONG UST OF KILLED AND INJURED. 



■ger Train Ran Into and Tele- 
•coped the Rear" Coach of Train . 
Ahead in • Subway of Neiiv 
VWk Central Rallr^w^ " 

New York, Jan. g. — A disastrous col- 
lision occurred on the .N'ew York (An- 
tral railroad In the tunnel at Fifty- 
sixth Street and Park avenue. 

The trains in collision were an ac- 
commodation on the New 'York, Nbw 
Haven and Hartford road from Nor- 
walk, Conn., and a local on the New 
York and Harlem bran< h of the Ne.v 
York Central. The last car of the 
Nor^^alh accommodation waa run into 
V the Harlem train and waa teloacop- 
ed. After this collision 'the ^reck 
caught fire. Soon after the collision 
calls were sent to nearly all of the 
city hospitals for ambulanci s and the 
fire department was called out CSreat 
crowds gatheV-ed at thrihotitli of the 
tunnel, cansInK much confusion and 
making it difficult for a time to obtain 
dcHnlteinormation as to number kill' <l 

Tbe train which ran Into the ^oi- 
walk aee^nodatlon was known as 
the White Plains local, i; completely 
wrei ked two (ars of 'he Norwalk 
train, which ( onsiste'l if 1" " cars. an. I 
stopped on its way to the city at Ko- 
wayton, Di»flen. Glen ^Irook. Stamford. 
Bound Brook, Riveraide. C^oscod. 
Greenwich. PortoheitiA' "ind NfeW Ro- 
chelle, leaving the latter pla( e crowd- 
ed with passengers, three min it* ^ 
late. When the train was^ ct Fifty- 
sixth street l,t n^* sUppea oy a signal. 
Tho train had boon itUnjing but a few 

minutes when the colllfion oe^^lrr^d. 
The big locornotivp of the Whiir> 
Plains local ( rashed in'o ilie rear of 
the Norwalk train and steam from the 
engine scalded persons In the cars. 

The crash was heard by huhdreds 
of people in the neighborhood and 
enormous crowds collected at the 
scene. Clouds of steam arose from 
the air holes of the tunnel, asking QlO 
work of rescue dii^cul^ 

When the rescuers reached the 
wreck smoke was pouring out of the 
entrance to the tunnel at Fifty fifih 
street, and great columns of smoke 
came out of the first ventilator a half 
block north. Ambulances came In 
from east and west l^adders wpie 
put down from the street over the Iron 
fence to the tiark and the firemen, po- 
lice and surgeons were immediately at 
work. It was ver>- dark in the tunnel, 
which was filled with ottoke and 
steam. The work of reacue was there- 
fore difhcult. The work of rescue was 
further Impeded by the enormous 
crowd* which in spite of police vigil- 
ance swarmed into the tunnel through 
ite many entraneea. or «rO#ded abottt 
the opening at the surface. 

The bodies of the d( ad and many of 
the wounded were hoisted through the 
opening in tbe roof of tbe tunnel, plac- 
ed In the waiting ambulances and 
rushed to the near* st hospitals. 

The tunnel in which tne wrtck oc- 
curred extends from Fifty-fifth street, 
just above the Grand Central station, 
and Ui about two miles long. It Is un- 
der Park avenue and there is an air- 
hole 10 each block. Complaints have 
been made for a long time, however, 
that its ventilation was insuflli iint 
and the New York Central has lieen 
considering plans for the use of elec- 
trical power In the subway so as to 
do away with the smoke and steam 
from locomotives. 

The- en>;iiiier and fireman of the 
White Plains local and a towermau 
wore arreated. District Attorney Jer- 
ome visited the wreck and will per- 
sonally direct an investigation.

J. H. Franklin, manager of the Har- 
lem division of the New York Central 
railroad, said that "so far as can be 
learned the wreck<'d train was stopind 
by the block signal system, because of 
something being ahead. I do not 
know or have not the InfornuUlon as 
to what was the matter ahead. A flag- 
man Jumped off the train, taking a red 
lantern and a railroad torpedo. He put 
the torpedo on the track and waved 
his lantern to signal any train that 
might C^me up behind ' Whetlier the 
englaoor of the coning tram saw tho 



flagman, saw the lantern, or heard the 
torpedo If it wont of. I ilaaH know. 

A Close Shave.

20 miles 
east of here. An extra freight west- 
bound was making the sidihg and had 
nearly cleared the main track when 
the llmltetl, runniiy?

n<'illn, Jan. 8. — The speech from the 
throne read by the imperial chancel- 
lor, Count Von Buelow, at the opening 
of the Prussian diet took «aifeO h.,, 
gloomy view of the economic attodv 
tlon. It pointed out that the revenue 
from the state railroads in 1901 fell 
considerably short of the estimate and 
that the whole results ot the fln|uicial 
yaar woro diaappointlng. In the bud- 
get for 1902 the revenue is estimated 
below that of the current year, but ih-i 
balance between the revenue and the 
expenditure is to t>e maintained with- 
out having recourse to a loan. The 
speech announced plans for legislation 
providing for the housing of state 
w orkmen and of officials earning small 
salaries. Considerabli er» dits are d-.'- 
mandcd for tin.-' ext. -i -Mn of tho atai" 
railroads and the promotion and the 
constmctlon of light railroads. 

A new canal bill to complete the sys- 
tem of waterways will be submitted. 

The concluding i>oition of Kmper >;- 
William's speech iioint( d to the nece-s- 
slty of adopting measures against the 
agitation in tiie Polish districts of east- 
ern Prussia, declared that the uphold- 
ing of tho politic al and c( onomical po- 
sition of t'.ie Ceinian ' lenient theirs* 
was ni ( cssai y for the seii prcserva 
tion iA Prussia and promised that the 
government would fulfill ita difty la 
cultivating tl.e Ceiman national spirit 
In that reniou and In combatting with 
firmiK ss ail tcnileii; ies hostile to the 
state. In this course the government 
counted on the support of the German 
population of east Prussia as well as 
on the assistance of the whole nation, 
and regard ins any attempt to drive 
out the (rernian Iang\iage as an attack 
on Its national honor and disnity. 

The reichstag reassembled after the 
Christmas recess, with a rather slim 
attendance, and tho dtscuasion of the 
esti.nates began. The statement of 
the financial condiiion of ;!ie emplrr^ 
by Baron Von Thlelniann. secretary of 
State for the treasury was even mor^ 
pesafmistlc on the subject of tbe de- 
clining trade of Germany than were 
his earlier utterances.

NBWSPAPEBS AS iSDUCAIOBS. 



Annaal Report of tbe CommisMioarr oi Eda- 
catiei Classes tbe Press Amoag the 
Neat Potent Ageacie*. 



Some interesting litigation is expected 
over a suit tiled at Vanceford for the sale 
of a tract of land, the proceeds to revert 
to tbe State treasury. Tbe suit is based 
on a will made in 18ti0, and a special 
givee tbe history of the property as fol 
lows : 

In 1833 Elizabeth M. Bedford bought 
from her brothers their intereet in a tract 

of 4SS aerea of land in the Ohio river hot 
torn jnat below X'anceburg, for which she 
received a bond for a deed. In 1857 
Judge G. M. Thomas, wbo recently re- 
signed bis position of Solicitor of Internal 
Revenue at Washington, brought suit for 
a deed. In 1860 he wrote tbe will of Mrs. 
Elizabeth M. Bedford, and she died soon 
thereafter. She willed all her land in 
Lewis County to her only child, Robert 
Bedford, for life; then it was to be sold 
for the purpose of educating the poor 
children oi tbeState. At tbattime there 
was no law authorising the State to ac- 
cept ench donations, but Judge Thoniap, 
being a member of tbe Legislature, liad 
such a law paased. Robert Bedford filed 
an answer in tbe suit of Iub mother, which 
was still pending, and daimeil the 152 
acres of land as sole heir of his mother's 
estate. This was not contested, and in 
Jane, 1863, the court directed a deed to 
be made to him, which was done. lie 
took possession of the land, and held it 
untUhla death in 18S7. He willed all hia 
property to his wife, Susan Bedford, and 
she held possession of it until her death 
in 1890. Since then Dr. T. S. Olark, of 
Vanceburg, and Edwin P. Poguc, of 
Maysliok, and their wives bave had pos- 
session of tbe land. 

(lecently tbe land was contracted to be 
sold, and an investigation of tbe title was 
made. In 1889 a suit was flled, and for 
several years tbe queation as to the valid- 
ity of tbe will of Elizabeth M.< Bedford 
was litigated. Finally the Ooart of Ap- 
peals adjudged that the land paased to 
tbe State, but the 452 acre tract is one 
that waa overlooked bv those Interested, 
beeauae of the deed of 1863 being made 
direct to Robert Bedford, wbo, it is 
claimed, only had a life estate in it. Suit 
baa been instituted to get possession of 
the 462 acre tract by the SUto and have 
it aold pursuant to the will. The land is 
worth 17,000.

This classification, of couise, 
embraces only clean and good news- 
papers, though probably it will have to 
be admitted that bad onee also have an 
eJaogtional influence in wrong direction. 

The report characteriz as tbe rise of 
great newspapers aa"one of the most 
striking educational phenomena of tbe 
nineteenth century," and concedes that 
tbe press has probably bad more to do 
than any other agency in shaping public 
opinion and in developing tbe democratic 
ppirit in politics and culture. 

"Newapapers," it aays, "accomplish 
for adulta what public aoboola do for the 
young. They liberate and inform the 
mind. Tbey inspire the will and train 
the human apirit tor uaefol action. In 
one sense the public piinla are the 
school-books of tbe natiOBi educating 
citizens and volen to • knowledge of 
their duty." 

This is undoubtedly true. Whatever 
the general imperfections of the. Ameri- 
can press mav be, or however mocb it 
may be discredited by individual instan- 
ces, the net influence of the press as a 
whole has been and la of incalculable 
value to the country and the people and 
to the cause of civili/. ttion and progress. 

Admituog all that its critics may say, 
and more, it maal atill be reeotntaed as 
among the foremost of popular educators.
